A vivid notion of what -'pacification" 


is supposed to mean in official Russia 
is conveyed by an incident "which, late- 
ly occurred at Halk, in the Kharkoff 
province. 


A number of peasants -were placed 


a* trial charged with active participa- 
tion in the disturbances of last spring. 
The counsel for the defence, eight 
Moscow lawyers of some position, at- 
tempted to put questions to the accuSed 
peasants-, regarding their treatment by 
the soldiers after the outbreak. The 
president of the court at once inter- 
vened and refused to allow such ques- 
tions to be answered. 
The lawyers 


then retired for consultation and on 
their return into court read a declara- 
tion to the effect that they could net 
continue their pleading after the pres- 
ident's decision. The defense they had 
wished to set up was that the peasants 
had already been sufficiently punished 
by the dragooning to which they had 
been subjected. 
The men themselves 


had been mercilessly flogged, and their 
women had, many of them, been sub- 
jected to brutal outrage. For the court 
to condemn them to any further pun- 
ishment would be to violate the legal 
principle that no one can be punished 
twice for the same offense. After the 
Moscow lawyers with one exception 
had thrown up their briefs the defense 
wras intrusted to a local lawyer ap- 
pointed by the court, and in the end 
the peasants were sentenced to various 
terms of imprisonment, ranging from 
three to six months. 


The world has heard much in recent 


years about the improved conditions of 
Russia, but this incident would seem 
to indicate that there is yet muih rocru 
for improvement.

Not every one who 
goes to Mexico goes to Mitla, and if 
you don't go to Mitla, or nearly there, 
you cannot see the big Tule. Accord- 
inly, comparatively few people have 
seen its glories. 


TheiG are many California 
trees 


which would make moie lumber than 
the 'big Tule, for its trunk is not higl. 
and its abundant tropical foliage al- 
iinost i caches the ground. Despite this 
fact, it "falces two looks to see the 
top" and twenty-eight people- standing 
with outstretched arms and touching 
finger-Ups can scarcely encircle 
the 


trunk. The tree stands in tho church 
yard cf Santa Maria del Tirle, and 
many scientists believe that it> guarded 
the beautiful tropical valley when a 
prehistoric race was building -what 
are now the famous ruins of Milta. It 
is tho ancient of ancients and 
the 


natives look 
upon the tree with 


veneration and love, believing that in 
some way it is a guardian of the peo- 
ple. 
llnmboWt, the great German trav- 


eler, took great interest in the tree 
and had a wooden tablet placed upon 
it. Tho bark of the tree has partially 
overgrown the inscription on the tab- 
let. Tho tree is a species of cypress, 
and is called ahtiehueti by tho na- 
tives.

The work of examination of the §ur- 


faee "waters of this country recently 
Inaugurated by tab dlvlsion.of hydrog- 
raphy of tbe United States geological 
6ur\ey may 6ht-d some new light on i 
the old iiteut ijuestiou as to how long i 
a distance It is necessary for a river to ', 
flow lu ordtfr to purify itself. This Is ' 
the question at issue between the cities ' 
of Chicago and St. Louis, occasioned 
by the opening of the Chicago dram- ' 
age canal, through which the sewage • 
ot Chicago is conducted to tbe Missis- i 
sSppl river via Des Plaines and Illinois ' 
rivers, the St. Louis people .insisting j 
that there will follow effects detrl- j 
mental to the waters of the Mississippi ', 
at the latter city. 


It is well known from chemical anal- 


ysis and physical examination that a 
varying degree of purification takes 
place in a river in the course of its 
progress. 


IQ early days this was thought to be 


due to aeration, and the tumbling of 
water down mountain sides became the 
basis for poetic typincation of purity. 
The experiments of the Massachusetts 
state board of health have shown that 
aeration has little or no effect upon the 
condition of organic matter in water — 
that Is. the organic matter is not assist- 
ed in its oxidation by agitation in the 
air. It was also found that the highest 
degree of activity in oxidation proc- 
esses is to be found in quiescent or 
stagnant waters. It then became clear 
that self purification in a sluggish 
stream is far more effective than in n 
swift current and that dams and other 
impediments have a beneficial effect 
upon the condition of water in river 
channels. 


The promulgation of these facts led 


to an entire change in the ideas con- 
cerning the distance necessary for 
stream purification, and it is now un- 
derstood that no hard and fast rules 
can be set for guidance in determining 
the purifying power of any water- 
course. 


The work undertaken by the hydro- 


graph^ experts of the government will 
therefore be useful in the determina- 
tion oC the self purifying powers of 
many of the interstate rivers. These 
results will be highly beneficial to the 
municipalities and corporations which 
may lie looking toward the establish- 
ment of sewerage systems and purifica- 
tion works.

Poor's Manual for the fiscal year 


ended June 30, just issued, presents 
a statement of the growth of railroads 
In this country which is almost incred- 
ible. 


According to this statement, the mile- 


age of roads increased by 4,453 miles, 
the total now being 198,000, of which 
about 195,000 miles are in operation. 
The gross earnings weie $1,612,448,820 • 
and operating expenses $1,092,154,090. 
The net earnings, including mrseella- 
neous receipts, were over $588,000,000. 
The roads have 39,729 engines. 27,14-J 
passenger cars, 8X577 mail and express 
cars nnd 1,409,472 freight cars as com- 
pared vpitb 21,889 engines, 14,934 pas- 
senger cars and 7B0.435 freight cars in 
1892, 
and yet the locomotive works are 


behind on orders, and car works cannot 
turn out freight cars fust enough to 
take care of business. 
The total 


amount of stock, bonds and unfunded 
debt is $12,320,491,520. The average 
Interest for the year was 4.21 and the 
average dividend 2.G2. 


There Is in these figures gratifying 


evidence of national prosperity, and 
still the growth in railroads has scarce- 
ly kept pace with the development of 
the country. While there has been a 
great increase in rolling stock during 
the year, the railroads have not enough 
to transport promptly the great volume 
of freight offered to them.

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Until very recently most amateurs 


began their experiences iu printing by 
the use of a printing out paper, but at 
present bromide and. gaslight papers 
ha\e reached such a high degree of 
perfection aud are so entirely inde- 
pendent of time aud weather that they 
are being extensively used for amateur 
purposes. One of the principal causes 
for this change Is the fact that bromide 
papers can be printed and developed 
in the evening, & decided advantage for 
the busy amateur. But the argument 
£o frequently advanced that bromide 
printing J« simpler than other processes 
for the beginner is open to reasonable 
doubt, says a writer in'the Brooklyn 
Eagte. It probably requires as much 
skill to develop a bromide print as it 
does to tone a silver print, assuming 
that the best possible results are ob- 
tained by both processes. In other 
words, there are as many 
factors 


which require attention in the devel- 
oper as there are in the toning bath. 


In bromide printing the length of ex- 


posure depends upon the strength of 
the light, the distance of the printing 
frame from the light, the concentra- 
tion of the developer and the density 
of the negative. This last quality is n 
difficult one to accurately judge, as the 
color of the image has such a marked 
influence upon the exposure. The ex- 
perienced photographer makes a nigh 
percentage of correct exposures, but 
the beginner generally wastes a large 
percentage of his paper owing to over 
or under exposure. With the printing 
out papers the depth to which the 
printing must be carried depends upon 
the tone desired and the density of 
the negative, as a print from a thin 
negative tones out more than a print 
from a dense negative. Any one can 
obtain prints of a certain sort, but to 
insure good results in all cases re- 
quires experience In judging variable 
qualities. 


In view of these conditions there are 


strong reasons for placing the platinum 
ahead of both bromide and silver pa- 
pers as regards simplicity. In fact, 
platinum is one of the simplest print- 
ing papers known—the blue print ex- 
cepted, of course—and one which is 
productive of the highest artistic re- 
sults. To be sure, platinum paper must 
be kept dry, but that does not require 
a very high degree of skill. Outside 
of keeping the paper dry, platinum 
printing is no more difficult than silver 
printing and is a great deal quicker. 


The development is performed very 


rapidly and in a fairly strong light- 
that is, weak daylight. Slight changes 
in the composition oC the^ developer or 
its temperature do not change thc- 
results to any appreciable extent, as 
would be the case with a toning bath 
or a developer for bromide paper. The 
fixing of platinum prints is simplicity 
itself. The prints are put through three 
acid baths, which are alike and" com- 
posed of a little hydrochloric acid and 
water. There is no washing between 
development and fixing, as is the case 
with most other processes. Any one 
who can understand simple directionb 
cannot well go astray in these opera- 
tions. 


WHERE PAIN HURTS MOST. 


Brief Analyst* of Nerve Action In 


the Unman Body. 


A sharp definition must be drawn be- 


tween irritation and pain, says the Sun 
Francisco Examiner. Irritation is not 
pain, but only a frequent cause of it. 
Thus a crumb lodged in the larynx near 
the vocal cords produces violent irrita- 
tion and prolonged coughing, which 
often results ID actual pain.' So, too, a 
fly or speck of dust in the eye sets up 
violent irritation and inflammation, fol- 
lowed by acute pain. Of the surface ot 
the body the linger tips and the end of 
the tongue art most sensitive. For in- 
stance, a burn on theK fingers is much 
more painful than one, on the back 
would be, while one on the tongue 
would be more painful still. 


Deep wounds are not painful, as a 


rule, save as regards the surface In- 
Jury. Of pains not caused bjr external 
injuries neuralgia of the fifth nerve, 
the one which supplies the skin of the 
head and face, is the most Intense. It 
has frequently driven people mad for 
the time being, and sufferers have been 
known to cut and even burn the flesh 
in desperate attempts to relieve it. Tho 
rupture of the branches of the dental 
nerve in tooth drawing also' causes 
agony so intense that it has been stated 
that no human being could endure it 
for more than two seconds at a time.

Tbe latest, says a writer in the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, is a boon aud a 
blessing to the man who requires call- 
ing m the morning. 


A telephone company of Louisville 


has arranged to install in bedrooms an 
electric alarm guaranteed to awaken 
any person not sleeping his last sleep 
at any hour arranged with the com- 
iwny. "Central" makes the calls, ring- 
ing all the bells that are scheduled to 
be sprung at a given hour by the sim- 
ply setting of a switch which connects 
the wire with all the rooms whose oc- 
cupants require to be nrouscd by that 
particular time. It is simply impossi- 
ble for the client of the telephone com- 
pany to overlook the fact that his call 
bell Is ringing, for the bell continues 
to shatter the silence until the sleeper 
awakens, rolls out of bed and stops 
its voice by turning off the current. 


Another novel method of using the 


telephone was utilized by a Cleveland 
minister to enable the thunders of his 
eloquence to penetrate to the rooms of 
bedridden parishioners. 
Transmitters 


were placed at a point in the church 
where the pastor's voice vibrated with 
sufficient force to be carried to a dis- 
tance, and, with the receivers at then- 
cars, the. members of his flock who 
could not attend church listened to the 
soothing words of their shepherd, and 
were as much charmed by the singing 
of the choir and the solemn notes of 
the organ as though they were sitting 
in their pews at church. 


The idea of establishing a telephonic 


"newspaper" 
originated in Vienna, 


-where several thousand clients sub- 
scribed to a central agency which un- 
dertook to convey to them each day by 
wire an epitomi2ed version of the news 
of the day, including the coming events 
and the latest quotations of the mar- 
kets. This novelty is not unknown in 
this country, for farmers la sparsely 
settled districts of some parts of tho 
west learn of the daily doings of the 
world entirely by telephone, paying a 
Uxed price for Information, vocally de- 
livered, regarding the occurrences of 
the previous hour.

principally of a closed cylinder, which 
Soats on the water, having around its 
| periphery a series of tracks. The 
width of the cylinder and the number 
of tracks can be varied, and each track 
carries an endless chain of buckets 
propelled by an engine located on a 
float at the rear of the cylinder. In- 
side this cylinder a number of com- 
partments are arranged to admit wa- 
ter and air, to control the depth of the 
cutting aud to permit the elevation of 
the entire bucket mechanism when the 
excavator is to be moved from place 
to place, 


As the buckets travel around the 


endless tracks the dirt is scooped in 
and elevated to the highest point, 
where an automatic tripping device 
discharges the contents of each bucket 
into a shoot leading to a scow at one 
end of the cylinder. 
As the excava- 


tion progresses the dredge is advanced 
gradually forward, so that the whole 
operation 
is practically continuous, 


and an area of considerable length and 
width can be excavated in the course 
of a day. George G. Powell of New 
York city is the inventor. 


BOON FOR ELECTRICIANS. 


Since the discovery of the periodicity 


of sun spots a large place in scientinc 
literature has been occupied by arti- 
'^*s tending to establish some connec- 
tion between this and variable terres 
trial phenomena, says a writer in the 
Monthly, Weather Review. It is natu- 
ral th'at it should be inferred that any 
considerable change in the sun must 
bring about numerous direct or indi- 
icct consequences upon'the earth, but 
one who has given the subject no at- 
tention will be startled to find that the 
following list contains but a portion of 
the terrestrial phenomena asserted, on 
more or less authority, to be influenced 
by,the sun spot cycle: Magnetic and 
electrical conditions, including the au- 
rora boreaiis; air temperature, baro- 
metric pressure, humidity, the winds, 
cloudiness, rainfall, depth aud quanti- 
ty of discharge "of rivers, retreat and 
advance of glaciers, number of ship- 
wrecks, bank failures and commercial 
crises, the crops, prices of grain, fam- 
ines, wars and even flights of butter- 
flics. 


It would probably be easier to show 


that the number of article^ concerning 
&uu spots in scientific periodicals has 
im ele\ en year period thuii to prove all 
the above mentioned relations to the 
general 
satisfaction. 
Tho question 


before us Is this: Through what phys- 
ical connection ia the presence of sun 
spots associated with variations in ter- 
restrial magnetism aud with meteor- 
ology? 
, 


Almost without exception writers on 


this subject who have ventured nu 
opinion have attributed these meteor- 
ological changes to alterations in the 
amount of the solar radiation. There 
seems to be a preponderance of sug- 
gestion that ttie sun radiates more at 
euu( spot maximum, although there are 
not wanting-maiiy who hold precisely 
the contrary 'opinion. 


Spontaneous ConibanUon. 


The size of a heap of coal has an im- 


portant Influence on the liability to 
spontaneous combustion. The experi- 
ments of Mr. Fayol showed that under 
certain circumstances coal never took 
flre by exposure ^> the air when the 
heaps were less than six feet high, no 
matter what the lateral dimensions of 
the heap might be. Coal always ab- 
sorbs oxygen from the air and always 
generates heat In consequence of the 
combination of the oxygen with the 
carbonaceous contents of the coal. The 
rise of temperature, however, which 
accompanies this process Is dcpendenl, 
on the rate at which the oxygen Is ab 
sorbed on the one hand and on the rate 
at which heat escapes on the other. 
Iloth of these factors may be greatly 
influenced by comparatively trifling 
variations in the condition*. 


A Safety Dress Invented l»y Profeun- 


or Artemleff. 


Experiments have been made with 


Professor Arternicff's safety dress in 
the high tension laboratory of Messrs. 
Siemens & Halska. This dress, says 
a writer in Engineering, is constructed 
entirely of fine but thickly woven wire 
gauze. It completely incloses the wear- 
er, inclusive of hands, feet aud head. 
Its total weight is 33 pounds,, its re- 
sistance from hand to hand .0.17 qhms, 
and its capacity varies from .0002 up 
to .00025 mtoWarads, according as the 
wearer is fur away or near to a wall. 
The cooling surface is so great that a 
current of 200 amperes can pass through 
the dress for some seconds from band 
to hand witHout perceptible heating ef- 
fect. 


Standing uninsulated on the ground 


and clad with this dress. Professor Ar- 
tcmieff drew sparks from the second- 
ary terminals of a transformer which 
was giving a tension of 75,000 volts, 
the period being fifty cycles per second. 
He next seized the main, and later on. 
the potential being raised to 130,000 
volts, he drew sparks from both termi- 
nals and handled the latter. The ma- 
chine supplying this transformer was 
of 170 kilowatt capacity. 


In concluding the experiments the In- 


ventor short circuited this generator 
by clutching hold of the terminals, the 
potential difference between the two 
being 1,000 volts, and the current 
passed 200 amperes. The circuit was 
broken by simply letting go of- one 
electrode. 
Throughout these experi- 


ments Professor Artemieff declared he 
felt not the slightest sensation of any 
current through his body. 


INVISIBLE SOLIDS. 


Peculiar 
Ke»ult» 
Obtained C»«*v 


Certain Condition*. 


A transparent body of any shape dls- 
>pear«, states Professor U. W. Wood, 


when immersed in a medium of the 
same refraction and dispersion, and if 
we could find any transparent solid 
having these physical properties equal 
10 those of air it would be absolutely 
invisible. A solid having the refractive 
index equal to that of air for light of a 
certain wave length can be found, but 
it is not a transparent substance, says 
the Pittsburg Gazette. 


Chloral hydrate may be dissolved in 


hot glycerin until the solution has al- 
most exactly the same dispersion as 
glass, aud a red glass rod dropped into 
the liquid disappears completely. On 
withdrawal the rod curiously appears 
to melt at the end and runs freely in 
drops. 


Lord Rayleigh has pointed out that 


in uniform illumination perfectly trans- 
parent objects would become absolute 
ly invisible and that an approach to 
uniform illumination might be had on 
the top of a monument in a dense fog. 


Professor Wood gets the desired con- 


dition in the interior of a luminous 
globe. This he improvised from two 
equal transparent glass evaporating 
dishes or plain hemispherical finger 
bowls, which are painted on the out- 
side with a mixture of Balmain's- lu- 
minous powder and hot Canada bal- 
sam, boiled until thick enough to hard- 
en on cooling. A small hole is made in 
one vessel. After exposure of the inner 
surface to strong light the dishes are 
placed together and the interior of the 
ball is filled with a uniform blue glow, 
in which a crystal ball or cut glass 
stopper is quite invisible when viewed 
through the aperture. The closest scru- 
tiny shows a solid only through some 
effect of the dark line joining the two 
hemispfceres. 


The experiment has been made at 


Aldershot of painting guns and limbers 
with the three primary colors—red, 
blue and yellow—as it has been found 
that guns thus painted harmonize with 
any kind of background so well that at 
a short distance they are difficult to lo- 
cate. Six guns so painted were placed 
on the Fox hills, and the artillery offi- 
cers at Aldershot were invited to try 
to locate them at about 3,000 yards 
with fieldglasses: but, although the of- 
ficers knew the 'direction, none was 
able to locate them all. 
Some horse 


artillery sent forward to engage the 
guns advanced to within 1,000 yards 
before they located them. The paint- 
ing on the guns is seen at close quar- 
ters to be in daubs and streaks. 


Red as n. Care. 


The interest lately excited in what is 


known as the ''red light treatment" of 
smallpox, wherein the patient Is con- 
fined in a room into which only red 
light is admitted, calls attention to the 
remarkable way in which modern sci- 
ence seems to revive and reform em- 
pirical methods of the past Even so 
far back as the reign of Edward IV. 
smallpox patients were treated by 
wrapping them in red covers and put- 
ting red balls in the bed. It was thus 
that John of Gaddesdeu treated a 
Prince of Wales. This method has also 
been noticed as a popular custom In 
Rournanla. 
In recent years, too, a 


French surgeon has told of smallpox 
patients in Tonquin being Isolated in 
alcoves almost darkened by rod carpet 
hangings and of wonderful cures ensu- 


The Scientific American publishes an 
tfreMiiiji account of Stanley Spen- 


cer's tt-ceiit thirtv iiiilf lii^ht from the 
Crystal jualace, London, and also gnes 
a descriptiou of the new airship in 
which the Englishman's ascent was 
successfully made. The balloon fol- 
lows the torpedo shaped construction 
made familiar by Sautos-Duiuout, but 
has more blunted ends. Consequently 
it has not the graceful Hues of its 
French predecessor. The frame which 
bears the aeronaut and the luacliinery 
is constructed of bamboo held taut by 
piano wire. As seen In the air, it bears 
some resemblance iu its proportions to 
a skeleton canoe. 


Three long strips of bamboo run the 


length of the frame and are kej)t In 
position by struts bound triangularly, 
the base of the triangle being hori- 
zontal. The frame is slung from the 
bag by fine ropes. The principal fea-

•pccles of ant, however, sometimes at- 
tacks tho exuded gnm before It ha* Ixv 
come completely hardened and gives it 
discoloration. 


Think of collecting perfumes directly 


from flower beds aud converting them 
Into colognes and pomades all by the 
help of electricity and without bother 
ing with the complicated apparatus 
and elaborate processes hitherto em- 
ployed! This is what is accomplished 
by a Washington scientist and invent- 
or, Tvho has devised an electrical ma- 
chine which when couuecte'd by wires 
and zinc plates with a bed of roses, t'cr 
example, will gather the odor from the 
blossoms and store it in bottles. Inas- 
much as the roses go on blooming and 
producing perfume steadily, the pre- 
cious volatile attar Is drawn off contin- 
uously so long as the process is kept 
up. For every rose is, on a small scale, 
a perfume factory, its scent being due 
to an essential oil which it secretes. 


Now, 
one advantage of the new proc- 


ess, says a writer in the Philadelphia 
North American, is that the perfume 
gathered by the electrical machine Is 
in a condition of perfect ripeness and 
therefore much more agreeable to the 
nostrils than that which is separated 
from the blossoms in the ordinary fash- 
ion. Unfortunately much of the per- 
fume ordinarily taken from the flowers 
is not quite ripe and therefore not at 
its best, while certain impurities are 
necessarily absorbed m the processes, 
injuring the quality of the cologne. 


What is wanted is the natural and 


finished "bouquet" of blossoms grow- 
ing iu the sunshine, and this is what is 
obtained by the new electrical machine, 
which acts so powerfully that If a sin- 
gle rose be held in front of it it will 
cause a pint of water to smell like 
rosewater in six seconds by the watch. 


When the work is being done for 


business purposes, a flower bed is elec- 
trically grounded—that is to say, zinc 
plates connected with tho machine by 
copper wires are burled in die earth of 
the bed. As the odor particles rise 
from the blossoms they are inductive- 
ly charged and are then attracted to 
an adjacent static terminal—In plain 
language, a metal knob with a bole In 
It, through which the particles pass 
downward into a Jar of alcohol and 
glycerin. This Is kept up until the con- 


j tents of the Jar are sufficiently saturat- 
1 ed wlfh the perfume, when If Is with- 


j drawn and replaced by a fresh one. 


A Costly Perfume. 


Attar of ylang ylang, which rivals 


the attar of roses as an exquisite j>er- 
fume and sells at $40 to $50 or more a 
pound. Is the product of an Asiatic tree 
flint reaches Its highest development In 
the Philippine Islands, The tree grows 
to n height of sixty feet, when tjirec 
years old begins bearing long greenish 
yellow flowers and at the age of eight 
may produce yearly 100 pounds of 
these flowers, blossoming every month. 
Tho attar is obtained by simple distilla- 
tion of the choicest petals with water, 
no chemicals being uned.

ture of the construction is the position 
of the propeller, which is placed at 
the bow of the ship instead of, as i* 
usual, at the stern. The iuvcutor con- 
siders that the effect of this innova- 
tion will be to enable tlie ship to hold 
a more even course. 


The motive power is supplied by a 


small petroleum motor swung in the 
forward end of the frame and nrmly 
bound in position by piano wire. A 
small cylinder to feed the engine's wa- 
ter Jacket is fastened just oter the en- 
gine. Directly below the engine Is the 
condenser. The fuel tank is fixed to 
the upper bamboo, but farther aft to 
shield it from the motor flames. A 
thin rod of steel, the engine's shaft, 
runs forward to a gear wheel, the axis 
of which is the propeller shaft.

An Ingenious invention which has 


been successfully experimented with 
in several collieries in Lancashire, 
England, bids fair to add greatly to 
the simplification of coal mining, says 
the New York Times. Under existing 
conditions the coal after it has been 
undercut is "brought down" by an ex- 
plosion of gunpowder. The new device 
brings down the coal by water power 
eSerclsod through a hydraulic car- 
tridge and obviates the wasteful shat- 
tering of the fuel. 


Made of steel, the cartridge is twen- 


ty inches in length 
Along its sides 


are orifices, each of which admits of n 
pressure of three tons per square inch, 
the total pressure being over sixty 
tons. 
When Inserted into tht hole 


bored Into the coal to be operated' 
upon, the cartridge is connected with a 
small hand pump. In a few minutes 
after the apparatus has been at work 
the coal breaks up and comes down In 
great blocks. There are no clouds of 
dust such as are caused by tho gun. 
powder method, and the ciitlre opera- 
tion is carried out without tho slightest 
danger to the workers. About one and 
n half pints of water are used In the 
operation, and as tho liquid returns to 
* tank It can be repeatedly used. 


Although the initial expenditure is 


greater, the cartridge method Is much 
more economical than the system now 
In vogue. It reduces the cost of la- 
bor, prevents wnsto aud secures round- 
er coal.

VOLCANO'S DEADLY WORK. 


Details Of The Eruption Of Mount 


Santa Maria. 


San Francisco, Nov. 13.—Particu- 


lars of the recent eruption of Mount 
Santa Maria, in Guatemala, 'brought 
by the steamer Newport from Pana- 
ma, are to the effect that the des- 
truction of life and property has been 
immense. The necessity for relief is 
said to be urgent. 


Coffee plantations in the districts 


of Costa Cuca, Chuva, Reforma, Pal- 
amara, Costa Grande and Kolhutz have 
been buried seven feet deep in volcan- 
ic ashes and debris. Thousands of 
cattle have been destroyed and the 
loss of life is thought to be large. 


When the Newport was at Cham- 


perico, the officers found the people 
of that 
port 
panic-stricken. 
The 


steamship Acapulco, bound south, ar- 
rived at Ciiamperlco while the New- 
port was there and carried to San 
Jose de Guatemala all the passen- 
gers that could crowd aboard. 


Details from the scene of the great- 


est damage were hard to get. 
One 


firm offered $2,000 to any person who 
would go to their Mirama plantation 
in Costa Vuca and bring the news of 
conditions there. When the Newport 
sailed this offer was still standing. 


The towns of Palmar, San Felipe, 


Colombia and Coatepec are reported 
to have been completely buried in de- 
bris from Santa Maria. Rethalbueu, 
Mazatenanho and Quealtenango so far 
have escaped with little damage.

Their claws cut 
like a knife, and if they could use a 
scythe they could not meet with more 
success when it comes to Knowing a 
pack of dogs down. Dogs, for this rea- 
son, fight shy of catamounts. They 
never let the trail get too hot, because 
they \\ant to keep a reasonable dis- 
tance behind in the chase. The fact 
is, I have known dogs to quit the trail 
when it was fresh enough to indicate 
that the distance between them and 
cue catamount could be measured in 
seconds. 


They will scatter 
and 
scamper 


around to the sides ot the trail, resort- 
ing to the same circular course they 
describe when they suddenly lose a 
trail. They do not care to surprise a 
catamount by lushing upon him sud- 
denly. They know what it will mean 
to them. Even pups, out on their first 
chase, seem to be wise enough in- 
stinctively to give the catamount a 
wide range They are desperate fight- 
ters, and in the season when food is 
scarce, and when they 'become lean 
and lank from foraging, they are es- 
pecially desperate. I remember an ex- 
perience I had a few years ago while 
floating down the St. Francis river in 
a dugout, some forty miles up from the 
mouth of the river. I had a friend in 
the dugout with me. 
Suddenly we 


heard a limb above us swish back as 
if relieved of a heavy weight, and in 
an instant something fell iinto the river 
at the side of the canoe. It was a cata- 
mount. The animal had tried to land in 
the canoe for the purpose of attacking 
us, and had leaped from a limb which 
hung out over the river at an elevation 
of thirty feet. There was no provoca- 
tion, except the innate disparateness 
of the 'beast, for we had no idea that 
a catamount was in ten miles of where 
we were quietly floating down the river. 
We killed him. They are bad mem- 
bers, and you don't have to corner 
them in order to get a flght.—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

Celluloid is a mixture of camphor 


and guncotton. It has the great defect 
of being extremely inflammable, and 
therefore the attempt has been made 
to replace the natural camphor by an 
artificial product It has been observed 
that with this product the celluloid,' 
while retaining its other valuable quali- 
ties, loses the characteristic of burning 
at the least contact -with fire, the arti- 
ficial camphor betag^nyorochlorate of 
turpentine, which it has not been pos- 
sible up to recent times to obtain In a 
perfect state of purity. 


According to a very recent patent of 


M. Callember£, described in the Inde- 
pendance Beige, this product Is now 
obtained in the form of a white solid 
substance, as transparent as crystal 
and costing less than natural camphor. 
Another curious thing is that this arti- 
ficial camphor has the property of ren- 
dering guncotton soluble. This Is a 
great gain, as celluloid requires spe- 
cial cottons, whereas the new matter, 
whatever may be the degree of nitra- 
tion of the cotton, becomes soluble by. 
contact with the hydrochlorate of tur- 
pentine. Further, there'is much lesa 
evaporation, so that celluloid will be at 
the same time less expensive, more 
stable and less combustible. It is also 
sought to introduce the hydrochlorate 
of turpentine Into the manufacture of 
explosives, wherein it is destined to 
work a revolution.

Gigantic Power Scheme.

A. gigantic scheme is suggested in the 


Figaro of Paris for the utilization of 
the rainfall of the Pyrenees. It is pro- 
posed to dam the valleys all along the 
chain, hold up all the, mountain tor- 
rents in a series of artificial lakes, reg- 
ulate the overflow, run it through tur- 
bines and so generate electric power. 
It Is calculated that no less than 100,- 
000,000 horsepower could be obtained, 
from the Pyronean range, and this pow~ 
cr could be supplied at about one-atxth 
of the cost of that produced by ateam.
